PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Ladies and Gentlemen of the Convention: 

On tne twentieth birthday, at the opening of this, the Nine 
teenth Annual Convention of the National Stationers’, Office 
Outfitters and Manufacturers’ Association, [| would, in my 
humble way, pay further tribute to those altruistic, forward- 
looking stationers and manufacturers who, on the invitation 


of the Chicago Stationers’ Association, gathered together at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel in Chicago, on October 3, 4 and 5, 
1904, and blew the breath of business life into hundreds ot 
scattered shopkeepers and elevated them to the level of real 
merchants of a great industry, the first cog in the wheels olf 
commerce 

This was one of the first trade associations, if not the first 
in which dealers, manufacturers, wholesalers and traveling 
representatives became grouped together to uplift the stand- 
ards aad ethics of the business, rather than to regulate prices 
forming a clearing house with an exchange of experience that 
was educational to the merchants, manufacturers and their 


employees, and bringing to the consuming public a better ser 


vice, a better equality and variety of merchandise 

These men (many of them are here today, and God bless 
them) were the pioneers of this Association—this industry) 
They drove the covered wagons of ignorance over the lone 
some plains of suspicion and have proven to us that organiza 
tion is neither place nor thing, but just a state of mind. Since 
1904, with each succeeding year, the right men have come 
forward to carry on and enlarge the work of the Associatio: 
Every administration has carried forward the work a littk 
farther, adding new departments, concentrating on the wheels 
that creak, and meeting face to face obstacles that always 


come up in the life of a growing organization 


To those past presidents, officers and directors, and chairmen 
of committees who, for nineteen years, have kept the fires of 
this Association burning, we owe always to you a debt of 
gratitude You have been our compass—you have shown us 
the way to go! Now it is up to us to make the grad« 

The program for this year’s work was carefully planned and 
was approved by the Executive Committee. It was ambitious 
and concrete It purposed 

To increase the membership to a number that woul 
render the Association self-sustaining

During the life of this Association of twenty years great 
strides have been made in manufacturing, transportation, bank 
ing, inventions—all lines of industry have progressed to a wor 
deriul degree Has this Association kept pace with the growth 
of the Nation? 


Twenty years ago, in Chicago, our membership was 80 Ter 
years later, at Springfield, our membership was 725 Today, at 
Cincinnati, our membership is 1,181. Income—we had none a 
Chicago At Springfield, $7,643 Today, at Cincinnatl 
$41,477.20 The attendance at conventions: 128 at Chicago; 504 
at Springfield; at Cincinnati, today, approximately 700 


Two hundred and seventy-two new members have come into 
the Association this year, the largest number ever receive: 
in any one year. 

This administration has, very properly, seen fit to follow 
closely the by-laws and eliminate a large number of members 
who were in arrears with their dues If this had not bee 
done, the total membership would be much larger. 

Complete audited financial reports will be presented by the 
proper officers during the convention, but permit me to say, i! 
a general way, that at the last (Des Moines) convention th: 
dues of this Association were reduced. On account of this 
reduction it was feared that, in order to meet expenses th 


year, we would be compelled to draw heavily on the Guarante: 
Fund balance, even though the budget for the vear was r: 
duced Notwithstanding the fact that expenses were reduc: 
nearly five thousand dollars this year, with 50 per cent reduc 
tion in dues and 25 per cent less membership than was reported 
at the Atlantic City Convention in 1921, it was easy to under 
stand that the only income the Association could expect must 
come from an increase in membership And only a mu 
larger increase in membership than ever before could prevent 
the Association from facing a large deficit 

Wherever there is a great need of anything, there is 
unusual opportunity for success 

It was necessary to find some regular service to all the 
membership (especially the small dealer) that would cor 
stantly keep the work of the Association before them ar 
answer forever that question, ‘‘What do I get out of the Asso 
ciation; what does the Association do for me?” 

The convenience and economy of standardizing the size ar

I will refrain from tiring you with a description of the many 
obstacles which had to be met and overcome Each manu 
facturer seemed to have his own idea as to how the lists should 
be prepared and assembled, and the method to be used in their 
indexing Many declared that a list without illustrations would 
be useless Some desired to print their lists on paper that 
would represent the stock used in certain of their products,

Your Committee did not undertake to handle this contr« 
versy, because the complaining member stated that the subject 
had been reported t i governmental agency having these 
matters in charge ind’ we feared that our own investigatior 
would be hampered by that proceeding 


We asked the complaining manufacturer to advise us of the 
outcome of the complaint which he had so made, but up t ! 
date of this report we have received no reply to that inquir 
The matter is not disposed of in our files and will receive 
attention as may |! ecessary in the future 
2 Complaint by a manufacturer of paper against a manu 


facturer of a device used on the desks of business men, bot! 
being members of this Association, that the latter was unfair] 
using a trade-mark [ the former in such a way is to pe 
sibly indicate that |} device was composed in part of paper 
manufactured by the mplaining manufacturer wher that 
was not a fact 


The second manufacturer had registered his trade-mark 
the United States Patent Office as applying to his own device 
and your Committee was clearly of the opinion that the con 
plained-of use of the word which indicated both the pape 
question and the device referred to, was inadvertent and in n« 


way intended t mislead the public. Our services involved 
fairly protracted correspondence, with the result that the 
second manufacturer readily agreed to change, and did chang: 
in his advertising matter ! reference to his product whicl 


would indicate that it was composed in part of the paper mad 
by the complaining manufacturer 
This evidence of good-faith and co-operation in the efforts of 


the Committee was genuinely appreciated, and is indicative 
of what can. be complished in such an organization as this, 
when the proper spirit of fair play is manifest.

Conditions in the Walnut Industry. 

The following is from a letter from George N. Lamb 
secretary of the American Walnut Manufacturers’ Asso 
ciation: 

Walnut business in both lumber and veneers has sh 
considerable improvement since August 1 and a goo 
volume of business has been received by the mills since 
that date. However, there have been no rush orders an 
practically no speculative buying. Practically 
are for current requirements and are needed for 
diate shipment.
